In 
the states of Georgia, Louisiana, Mississippi, 
Florida and South Carolina there is not a public 
school for Negroes that gives a high school course. 
On the other hand, education for Negro children 
ig deliberately discouraged, in some sections, en- 
tirely prohibited during planting and harvesting 
times, They are held in peonage, systematically 
robbed, kept inferior. 

“It is folly, as Gen. Bullard suggests, perhaps 
unintentionally, to keep a people inferior in time 
of peace, and then to expect them to rise to untold 
heights of superiority in time of war. The same 
is true with regard to the question of their morals. 
Virtues cannot be taught to peons, and good breed- 
ing carinot be imparted where education, develop- 
ment of intelligence, opportunity, and the sense of 
manhood are denied. 5 

“Gen. Bullard’s conclusion, that Negroes should 
not be used for combat soldiers, especially if needed 
in a hurry, is a very good thought. Perhaps a 
better one would be that something should be done 
to remove the conditions that are keeping them so 
terribly unfit. The difference, pointed out in my 
second paragraph, between the $24 and those units 
which came from the northern area of greater op- 
portunity, shows that progress and development 
are possibie,”

Downatate legislators continue to take their per-

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SUDDEN DEATH. 
“NELSON: A. MILES is re- 
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Some twenty years ago Brauardel wrote 
a book on sudden death. Were some one 
to write a book on the subject now he 
could give some important infermation 
not found in the earlier book. 

— 

A notion prevails that organic heart 
disease is the most frequent cause of sud- 
den death and that every person with 
organic heart disease is apt to die sud- 
denly. Not so. The rule is that persons 
with organic heart disease die slowly. 
They are invalided for months or years 
and they die from some intercurrent dis- 
ease in more than one-half of the in- 
stances, 

A stenosis of the aortic valve is about 
the only form of valvular heart disease 
that is likely to cause sudden death. 
Gumma of the heart and acute dilation, 
the result of myocarditis, are about the 
only forms of heart muscle disease that 
are liable to cause sudden death. 

Every pathologist of experience has 
made scores of autopsies in which a heart 
organically diseased almost béyond belief 
has kept pumping away with fair effi- 
ciency for years. On the other hand, he 
has made scores of autopsies in persons 
where the heart went on permanent strike 
and the @xamination showed the organ 
free from structural defects.

beat starts in a nerve node located fear 
where the great vessels come away from 
the heart. This node flashes out @ nerve 
current about 70 times a minute. This 
flash travels along muscle bundles, across 
the auricle, the partition between the 
auricle and ventricle and down other 
muscle bundles across the ventricles. The 
node is somewhat stimulated or re- 
strained by nerve impulses which come 
to it from the brain, the stomach and 
other organs. But the force which keeps 
the heart pumping away day and night, 
year in and year out, is the lightning- 
like flash which shoots out from this 
heart node some 70 times a minute. If it

but a minute or so end life is gone, even 
though every organ, including the heart 
itself, is normal. 

Apoplexy, where the hemorrhage oc- 
curs in the brain center for breathing, or 
for heart action, is another possible 
eause of sudden death.

Sparks Fly Half Mile 
and Start Blaze. 


Again the city was menaced yester- 
day by many fires, attended by brisk 
winds and a low water pressure. In 
the twenty-four hours ending at mid- 
night there were 175 alarms, as com- 
pared with 236 on the preceding day. 


The most costly fire of the day was 
that which consumed a fifty family 
apartment building near completion at 
North Ashland avenue and Jonquil, 
terrace.

Sparks Start Second Fire. 


While firemen from all parts of the 
city were dattling this fire in response 
to a general alarm, sparks flew nearly 
half a mile and set fire to a barn in 
the rear of 7573 North Clark street. 
Six horses and a cow died in the fire: 
The loss was $10,000. 

Because almost all north side ap- 
paratus was fighting the apartment 
house fire or responding to numerous 
other alarms at the time, the only 
available apparatus for the barn fire 
was engine No. 55, stationed fifty 
blocks away a Diversey parkway and 
Sheffield avenue. But by the time this 
machine arrived at the fire other com- 
panies had been diverted and had the 
blaze under control.

Sea Moss Uses. 

Today there is a new interest in 
the sea mosses because they have 
fodine in their composition, which is 
one of the “ashes considered of great 
importance in the diet, but not as 
generally obtainable ag formerly, be- 


cause we eat so much less of the sea 
foods. Such items as this, with ‘tron, 
sulphur, phosphorous, and so forth are 
also called minerals, and in food quack - 
ery they get a false sort of eminence. 

They are vitally essential in the 
diet, yet they do not appear in any 
food in gross quantity as sometimes 
represented, but are an essential to 
its composition and are in it in minute 
and disseminated atoms or molecules. 
For instance, milk contains nine of 
these elements, and yet all tegether 
they amount to only seven-tenths of 
one per cent of it. Iron in spinach 
is measured by so small a fraction of 
one per cent that its denominator is 
ten thousand.
